Nicole: The custodial chemist has possession of the drugs. They will obtain the net weight of the sample and perform the 
prelim tests (spot test and microcrystalline test). They will prepare sample amount of sample in a seal and labeled vial/s 
and submit it to GC/MS for confirmatory test. 

Annie: GC/MS is a stmctural identification of the substance; it will definitively say that cocaine/heroin was present. The 
sample is then analyzed with known standards and blanks. Each vial is then compared to the standard to make sure it 
cocaine or heroin present. 

in this case Nicole tested all the sample (plastic bags) and all 21 vials are submitted to GC/MS. Then each vial is run on 
the instrument and then I would analyze each vial to see what it contained. 

Hopefully, that is not too confusing. Let me know, I can give you call tomorrow and try to explain the entire process from 
start to end for a sample.
